The nation's ou tp u t of g oods and .serv ices—the Gross Nation­ 
al Produ ct

sain. Some economists befiev ** that two consecu tiv e qu arterly 
declines shou ld be considered a recession. Other economists feel 
othi r lactors mast be considered. 
The Ju ne rise in th» * consu mer p rice index annou nced todav , 
was led by hig her p rices for new and u sed cars, medical care, 
mortg ag e interest costs, hou sehold du rables and fresh fru its. 
hood p rices rest a seasonally adju sted three tenta. ol one 
p er cent, a rate slig htly more than u su al for Ju ne but a mu ch 
more noderate p ace than in ?nv other month this y ear with 
the ex cep tion of .Ap ril when lood p rices fell fou r tenths of one 
p er cent. 
The Ju ne increases in consu mer p rices works ou t to an an 
nu a! i ate of 12 p er cent. For ihe thy ee months ending in Ju ne 


the p ace of inflat ion soared 
an adju sted annu al late of 10.9 
oer cent, according tc the g ov ernment fig u res 
Consu mer p rices last month rose to a lev el 11.1 p er cent 
nig her than a y ear ag o with the g ov ernment’s index at 147.1. 
This meairt it cost $147 10 to p u rchase a v ariety of consu mer 
g oods and serv ices that cost $100 in 19 67. 
Nonfood items rose an adju sted 1.3 p er rent, the six th con­ 
secu tiv e month of rap id rise This was a reflection of sharp ly 
h;g her p i ices at wholesale which hav e continu ed to soar since 
p rice controls were droop ed Aoril 3ft. '

As has been th» * case for most of the p ast y ear, the sp u rt ol 
inflation took another bite ou t of the p u rchasing p ower of the 
av erag e p rodu ction worker. 
Real sp endable earning s, or take home p ay 
adju sted for

month tc a lev el 4.5 p er cent below a y ear ag o. Ov er the p ast

Leading the su rg e in nonfood p rices was the rising cost of 
new au tomobiles which went u p in Ju ne instead of declining as 
u su al. Also u p were p rices for hou sehold g oods, g asoline, fuel 
oil ami clothing . 


For tr.e s»*c< nd qu arter of the y ear, the consu mer p rice in­ 
dex rose at a seasonally adju sted annu al rate of 10.9 p er cent, 
comp ared with 14 2 p er cent in the p receding qu arter. The rise 
in tne food index slowed from a 19 .4 p er cent annu al rai# in tha 
first qu arter to 3.1 p er cent in the Ap ril Ju ne p eriod, the small 
est qu arterly increase in two y ears, the g ov ernment said.

The Brookings Institu te in a su rvey 
on “Food Prices and Inflation” has 
reached the discou raging conclu sion 
that U.S. food prices will be fattened 
by inflation for another five years. 
And Brookings, a Washington-based 
private 
research 
organization 
spe­ 
cializing in the stu dy of pu blic-policy 
qu estions, pu ts most of the blame for 
the food price inflation on the govern­ 
ment. 
Dale Hathaway, au thor of the report 
and a 
Ford Fou ndation economist, 
says, 
that 
government 
mismanage­ 
ment of agricu ltu ral matters played 
a large role in allowing major food 
price inflation to get started. 
The report says the most glaring 
government error was drawing down 
.stocks of 
su rplu s grain that cou ld 
isolate the consu mer somewhat from 
“ violent price flu ctu ations.” 
However, the thru st of the report is 
not an assessment of blame bu t an 
analysis of why food price news will 
be bad in both the next few months 
and the coming years. 
Hathaway says continu ed inflation in 
food prices in 19 74 and 19 75 is almost 
inevitable. He says prospects for tight 
world grain su pplies and growing de- 


mand for grain are the main reasons. 
The Brookings food price forecast for 
the long term is no brighter than the 
short-term assessment. 
Food prices 
will be especially hard hit by labor 
costs in the coming years, the report 
predicts. 
Price 
increases, 
“ indeed 
large ones,” will take place as labor 
contracts in the food and agricu ltu re 
indu stries expire and are renewed. 
Another discou raging factor is that 
the 
pessimistic 
food price 
forecasts 
by economist Hathaway are shared 
by others. 
Harvard economics Prof. 
Hendrik Hou thakker says he agrees 
with Hathaway. He is qu oted in The 
Christian Science Monitor as saying “ I 
believe that the agricu ltu ral problem 
of the next decade is more important 
than the energy problem.” 
The Brookings report offers a so­ 
lu tion that shou ld be considered by 
government. The report u rges cre­ 
ation of a “pu blic national or interna­ 
tional” food reserve to offset the im­ 
pact of crop failu res or other u nfore­ 
seen events. 
One thing is certain, if some solu tion 
is not fou nd, the over bu rdened con­ 
su mer will lose the stru ggle to su rvive 
in this era of inflation.
